Lighting Regulations 
To Be Enforced 


The Lighting Control Regulations 
In uperation on the occasion of the 
last blnckout will be strictly enforced 
on Friday night when a compulsory 
blackout exercise will take place, 

Once agnin all lights which cannot 
be extinguished or obscured within 
three minutes of the sounding of the 
air raid alarm must not be Jit after 
sunset. : 

After sunset all vehicles must pro- 
ceed with obscured lighting and must 
pull in to the side of the road when 
the alarm sounds. After 0.35 p.m. 
roid trafic may be resumed, but with 
dimmed lighting, and normal i¢hting 
must not be used until the “raiderz 
passed’ signal has been sounded. 
Service vehicles need not stop at any 
time, but must have their Iights 
obscured, 

For a short time after 11 p.m. cer- 
tain military units will be moving, 
necessitating a slight relaxation of the 
Ushting; restrictions for military 
vehicles only. : 


Marbour and Shipping 


Shipping lights which can be 
obscured within three minutes may 
be kept alight from sunset until the 
alarm is sounded, when they must be 
extinguished or obscured. At 9.35 
p.m. navigation lights should be relit, 
but all other Ughts must remain 
obscured until after the “raiders 
passed” signal has been sounded. - 

Ferry services will cease between 
9.15 p.m, and 9.35 p.m, when they 
will be resumed with reduced light- 
ng 

To enable these harbour lighting: 
restrictions to be carried out the port 
will be closed from B p.m. to 9.45 
pm. and the restrictions are subject 
to any instructions which may be 
issued by the Naval or Harbour 
Authorities, - 


Alr Rald Wardens 

Air Raid Wardens, who may be 
recognised by their official A.R.P. 
badges, have been authorised to draw 
the attention of householders and 
drivers of nll types of vehicles to any 
lights which do not comply with the 
regulations. Those who do not heed 
the wardens’ advice will be Mable to 
prosccution. Police offlcers have 
similar powers, 
. Roadways must be kept clear ofall 
mw lestrian traffic so as to enable 
essential services, ete., to proceed with 
jthe Teast possible danger both to 
themselves and to the community. 

Certain A.R.P. exercises will be 
earrled out, and aireraft and scarch- 
Nghts will operate during the period 
of the blackout.

Her encirclement has been really 
complete with the Russian invasion 
along her entire eastern frontier. 

Under these circumstances, the 
marvel hay been that 32,000,000 
Poles have been able to keep them- 
selves atecled for the show-down 
with 80,000,000 Germans. Austria 
and Czecho-Slovakia were countrics 
equally determined to resist aggres- 
sion-both fell without firing a shot. 
“The defeat of Poland which 
(despite ‘resistance which will un- 
doubtedly continue until Germany 
and Ruassin can garrison the ‘entire

campaign swiftly triumphant, 

Much hay been made of the fact

| Nazi forces have succeeded {fn put-

There Sa 
authority for believing ‘that the 
Germans flung seventy divisions 
(approximately 760,000 front line 
troops) across the frontiers. This 
force has been covered by ay over- 
whelmingly superior German air 
force and German mechanised units, 
Poland, {n deferenca to world 
opinion, was not even fully mobilis- 
ed when the invasion commenced. 
Ner encirclement has been renlly 
complete with the Russian invasion 
along her entire eastern frontier.

—A 
graphic eye-witness account of the 
bombing of a German submarine 


./comes from a young South Afcican 


cfllcer serving in the RAF. 

The destruction of the submarine 
wes observea from the start of the 
atinck by the rfilot to the last ar 
bubble rising to the surface. 

“I was sent on submarine patrol,” 
declared the young officer, ‘and 
sighted a submarine on the surface 
two miles away, travelling at about 
12 knots in an easterly direction.

“Flying closer I saw that she was 
German, and ofter giving her a 
chance to identify herself, I dived, 
firing my.front gun at somcone_wenr- 
ing « white hat who was standing 
on the conning tower. : 

“At 500 feet the submarine started 
to dive, and by the time I dropped 
my first salvos of bombs, the nearest 
of which hit the water 15 or 20 yards 
jdireetly nhead of the submarine, the 
craft was half under water.
